condition of the schools has just been 
made by Superintendent "W. C. Griggs: 


On Juno 19th the voters of the City 


of Danville will decide for or acainst 
a $350,000 bond issue for school im- 
provement purposes. This is one of 
the most important matters this City 
will have to consider for some time. 
It is feared that the patrons of the 
schools and the public generally are 
not sufficiently concerned over the 
needs of th«* schools. In the element- 
ary schools there are over six hundred 
pupils who are permitted to spend but 
one-half of their time in school for 
the reason that rooms must accom- 
modate one group of children in the 
forenoon and another in the after- 
noon. As these children got but half-1 


space 
place to leave cloaks, books, hats, or 
overshoes. 
The result is that these 
articles are misplaced and lost fre- 
quently. It is obvious that pupils are 
not happy in their school life under 
these conditions and satisfactory work 
cannot be done. The high school has 
no lunch room. Pupils are compell- 
ed to leave the building and seek food 
at cheap lunch stands or walk a long 
distance to their homes. 
The high 


school has no auditorium. 
The var- 
ious school activities necessitate audi- 
torium facilities. 
A high school can- 
not maintain a go^-1 atmosphere or 
morale unless its members can assem- 
ble in their ov,-n building from time to 
time. 
During the year that has just 
closed it v.-as necessary to r*>nt a down 
town theatre for entertainments given 
by the pupils. The cost in this is ex- 
ceeding and the difficulties too great. 
Danville has less than S90.000 of 
bonds issued for school purposes. The 
bonded indebtedness of the city is low. 
The credit of the 
city 
ijj good. 


School bonds would be bought quick- 
ly. Surely the voters of the city will 
vote for the bonds and do everything 
in their power to give the boys and the 
girls of the city a better chance than 
the present conditions offer. 
The School Board has made a very 
careful study of the condition"? and is 
conservative in its "stimatcs. The 
money if voted, cannot be spent for 
any other purpose than for tchool 
buildings and equipment- 
It will be 
spent by the Board of Education as 
the law directs.

public library as a free gift faded 
this afternoon -when the Bee secured 
the text of a letter from Miss Bland 
Schoolfield which -will be presented at 
the meeting of the city fathers to be 
held at eight tonight. The letters de- 
clares that it "seems to me best for 
all parties concerned that the entire 
project be abandoned." 


Miss Schoolfield authorized the pub-

Bone-Dry Ontario Is Now 


Slated to Turn Wet?

Jun6 to, the province of Onta- 
rio will hold an election which may 
ruolve lUelf into a tert of strength 
between wete and drys. 
It must not be supposed that in 
these pre-election days the upper- 
most topics is liquor. That Isn't true. 
It i» only in the undercurrent of the 
political river that the subject of 
booze is felt by an observer. 
The prohibition problem of Canada 


—and H is a real one—is one which 
politicians dislike to discuss. 
Under the British North American 


Act, or Imperial Statute, the right to 
prohibit the importation and manu- 
facture of booze is vested in the Do- 
minion. Control of the actual sale of 
whisky, wine, etc., is left to the pro- 
vince, which correspond to our states. 
Is Dry Legally. 


.But the Dominion, not wishing to 
follow the example of the Washing- 
ton government, delegated all its pow- 
ers in the regulation of the liquor 
traffic to the several provinces. 
In 
other words, the national government 
adopted a "hands off" policy. . 
Thus, having left the matter to the 


province of Ontario, the latter pro- 
ceeded to enact laws so dry a man 
can't own,- buy, sell or drink intoxi- 
cating liquor. 
Ontario is bone-dry—legally. 
Illegally it is confronted with the 
sar «3 curse prohibition brought to 
this country, namely, the bootlegger. 
And now, paradoxically, say those 


proponents of a law which would al- 
low -sale of liquor under governmen- 
tal supervision In government shops, 
the time has come to make a pro- 
vince wh.ich is legally dry, dry in 
fact, by passing a law." which would 
permit'the sale.of liquor!

Returning 
from these distant journeys he would 
record his Impressions in novels and 
other works wherein h'e blended fact 


finds after crossing the Pacific west- 
ward 
A visit to the South Seas In the 
early eighties brought about produc-* 
tlon of his Polynesian ly<*i. "Lo Mar- 
lage de Lotl," which immediately at- 
tracted a large following to him. This 
was 30 years or more before Tahtl 
became a common huntln gground for 
authors and scenario writers. Later 
Lotl wrote 'Le Roman d'un SnahJ." 
the tale of a soldier"* ventures in

eambla. His best known works came 
a few years

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Soul Culture More Necessary Than 


Broadening of Intellect Says Minister 


The necewlty of Christians giving 


more thought to the broadening of 
their Houls and necking to attain loft- 
ier spiritual IdeulB, was stressed on 
Sunday morning In a sermon preached 
by Rev. Malcolm 8. <T«ylor to a large 
congregation at the Church of the 
Epiphany. Rev. Mr. Taylor took hln 
text Chapter 11; Verse 10 of St. Paul's 
Epistles to the Coloaslans, "And ye 
are complete In him which is the king 
of all principalities and powers." 


The natural inference to be drawn 


from this utterance by St. Paul, the 
•rector said, was that only through 
full union with Christ could the soul 
be complete and that unless the soul, 
like the mind is properly cultivated 
it remains stunted and fail? to follow 
jthe normal course of development. A 
| close comparison was made between 
'the development of the mind and that 
of the soul which is necessary to at- 
(tain the ideal set forth by the Apos- 
]tle. Just as education has been re- 
ported to tp promote civilization and 
.to refine the human intellect so have 
'opportunities been given to refine the 
JBOUljbut it does not necessarily fol- 
low that vcompletion or the refining 
of the intellect brings with it the 
'completion or perfecton of the soul. 
(The minister pointed out that Intel- 
fleet works, very often, against the 


completion of the soul and that §up- 
er-tralnlnr results In a warping of 
Rplrltual development. 
Whether completion of the noul IB 


being accomplished 
is a 
question 
which each person must answer for 
him or heroelf. 
Incompleteness of 
th« aoul, the rector declared, betrays 
itself readily upon a personal search- 
ing 
through restlessness, 
straining, 
spiritual dissatisfaction and a troubled 
conscience. 
This, he continued, is

To remove it from that 
element which is Christ, it withers 
and is destroyed and union with him 
ia the only means whereby soul per- 
fection can bo realized. In coAclud- 
mg, the rector declared that educa- 
tion is entirely Inadequate in soul- 
perfection and that it must come 
through communion and through a 
carefully nurtured growth.

end every term of the contract eign- 
ed by our members. We have in mind 
at this time especially that part of the 
icontract which holds each landlord 
member for all the tobacco produced 
on his land." 


At a rousing meeting of the farm- 
ers from all the local units of the 
-Tobacco ssociation in Person county, 
•who met ta&fy in Roxboro, a similar 
resolution 
wa« 
enthusiastically 
adopted. 


Thousands of the organized grow- 
ers of the Old Belt of North Carolina 
have gone on record through their 
local organizations as backing up the 
decision of ther drectors to secure to 
the pool all-the tobacco grown upon 
the land of landlord members. Simi- 
lar action Is bein taken by members 
of the Tobacco Association through- 
out Virginia, and a wave of enthus- 
iasm among the 90,000 membership 
of the tobacco co-operatix-es, bids fair 
at present to bring a much larger 
per cent, of tobacco to the pool in 
1923 than in the past season.

Neither 
Lord Carson nor ilr. MacNeill appears 
to have recognized that so far from 
denouncing a mere commercial treaty 
they are imperilling a main part of 
a system of foreign relations, labor- 
iously ah very incompletely reorgan- 
ized since the war, and weakening all 
the rest.

One murder up to now has made 
a criminal and a million a hero. The 
industrial democracy of today, how- 
ever, has had a lesson in war. The 
more firmly it places the criminal 
stigma upon war and Apon those res- 
ponsible for it, the better it will be 
protected against a recurrence of the 
danger. The first safeguard is to in- 
sist upon a diplomatic method that is 
not swayed by temper or sentiment. 
\V'ar is never so much the result of a 
plan as the fortuitous detonating of 
an accumulation of rivalries, irrita- 
tions, misunderstandings and offend- 
ed pride. 


No responsible person in or out of 


Parliament has disputed the necessity 
of diplomatic action upon the grounds 
contained in the British note. No ob- 
jection could have been made to a note 
which did not raise our undoubted 
grievances in such "way as to increase 
the difficulty of settlement. In dratt- 
ing an uitimatun." Lord Curzon unhap- 
pily chose the one means which risked 
a defiant reply from Russia aid was 
certaii to divide opinioi at home. All 
the opposition parties are agreed in 
their atttude, and sympathy wth it ex- 
tends to the Government side.

the method. 


While we hor-e that the conversa- 


tions between M. Krassin and Lord 
Curzon may have a peaceful outcome, 
there can be no kind of certainty 
about it. Lord Curzon is not only, like 
the rest of us, anti-Bolshevik—a fact 
that touches an issue of domestic poli- 
ticsand no ruore—but he is also fun- 
damentally anti-Russian.
